Thirty-three  sisters,  daughters, 
granddaughters,  and  great- 
granddaughters  of  Wesleyan  alumnae 
are  on  campus  this  fall,  new  branches 
on  the  Wesleyan  family  tree.  Armed 
with  the  traditions  passed  on  to  them 
by  family  members  who  have  loved 
and  cherished  Wesleyan,  these  students 
have  an  inherent  sense  of  belonging. 

Perhaps  no  other  student  on  campus 
better  exemplifies  this  joy  of  belonging 


than  freshman  Katie  Brennan  of 
Lakeland,  Florida. 

Based  on  oral  history,  Katie’s  family 
places  her  great-great  grandmother, 
Georgia  Ellen  Watters,  at  Wesleyan  in 
the  early  1850’s  and  another  great- 
great  grandmother,  Frances  Emaline 
Lowry,  in  the  early  1860’s.  Georgia 
Ellen  moved  to  the  wilderness  of  Bar- 
tow, Florida  with  her  husband  and 
reared  her  four  young  children  alone 


after  his  early  death.  To  support  her 
family,  she  opened  a private  school 
where  she  taught,  and  also  ran  the 
records  department  at  the  county  court- 
house. While  Georgia  Ellen  pursued 
two  careers,  Frances  Emaline  Lowry 
married,  reared  a family  of  12 
children,  and  lived  her  entire  life  in  her 
hometown  of  Dalton,  Georgia. 

The  following  generation  was  a 
musical  one.  Ela  Sheffield,  Katie’s 
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grandmother,  entered  Wesleyan  in 
1892  at  the  age  of  15  and  her  sister, 
Bernie  attended  Wesleyan  at  the  same 
time.  At  first,  Ela  was  majoring  in 
piano  and  Bernie  was  majoring  in 
voice.  While  the  girls  were  at  home  for 
the  Christmas  holidays,  the  family  was 
gathered  around  the  piano  singing 
Christmas  carols  when  Ela  heard  her 
father  say  he  would  give  anything  if  he 
could  hear  Ela  carry  a tune.  This 
chance  remark  so  disturbed  her  that 
Ela  returned  to  Wesleyan  and  quietly 
changed  her  major.  She  told  her  grand- 
children that  she  never  sang  again  in 
front  of  her  father  until  her  senior 
recital.  At  the  recital,  she  sang  every 
note  directly  to  her  father  while  he  sat 
in  the  audience  with  tears  running 
down  his  cheeks.  She  excelled  to  the 
point  that  she  received  the  gold  medal 
in  voice  and  Bernie  received  the  medal 
for  piano.  Both  were  graduated  from 
Wesleyan  in  1896. 

After  graduation,  representatives 
from  the  Metropolitan  Opera  invited 
her  to  sing  with  the  Met.  Her  father, 
however,  objected  to  having  his 
daughter  appear  on  stage,  and  so  Ela’s 
singing  career  was  restricted  to  church 
performances  and  private  recitals. 

A generation  passed  before  another 
member  of  the  family  attended 
Wesleyan.  In  1951,  Katie’s  mother, 
Pauline  Mann  Brennan,  entered 
Wesleyan.  Unlike  her  grandmother, 
Ela,  Pauline  was  not  hampered  by 


restrictive  social  traditions  and  was 
able  to  enter  the  career  of  her  choice. 
After  graduating  with  a major  in 
modern  languages,  she  pursued  a 
career  as  an  analyst  with  the  National 
Security  Agency  in  Washington,  D.C. 
Later  she  taught  English,  French, 
Spanish,  speech  and  drama  in  high 
school,  and  she  continues  to  tutor 
students  in  these  areas. 

In  1980,  Katie’s  sister,  Annie  Laurie, 
was  graduated  from  Wesleyan  with  a 
degree  in  English.  Demonstrating  the 
versatility  of  a liberal  arts  degree  from 
Wesleyan,  she  is  employed  in  the  ac- 
counting department  at  Walt  Disney 
World. 

Having  heard  about  Wesleyan  all  her 
life  and  having  visited  the  campus  for 
the  first  time  at  the  age  of  three,  Katie 
has  known  she  wanted  to  attend 
Wesleyan  since  she  first  swam  in  the 
Alpha  Delta  Pi  Fountain  15  years  ago. 

“There’s  a spirit  of  Wesleyan  that 
has  been  handed  down  from  genera- 
tion to  generation,”  says  Katie,  “and 
now  I find  myself  spreading  that  spirit 
to  my  classmates  and  hometown 
friends.” 

Another  Wesleyan  freshman,  Elaine 
Owens,  always  has  been  aware  of  the 
Wesleyan  tradition  in  her  family. 
Elaine’s  great-great-great-grandfather, 
Edward  H.  Myers,  was  Wesleyan’s 
third  president,  1851-1854.  His 
daughter,  Fannie  Myers  Hitch,  1868, 
was  Elaine’s  great-great-grandmother. 


From  that  time,  the  family  has  had 
close  ties  with  Wesleyan  as  well  as 
Methodism. 

A Methodist  missionary  in  Korea, 
Elaine’s  great-grandfather  wanted  his 
children  to  return  to  the  United  States 
for  their  education  at  Methodist  col- 
leges. Both  of  his  daughters— Betty 
Hitch  Owens,  ’34,  Elaine’s  grand- 
mother, and  Mary  Lois  Hitch  Felton, 
’38 — came  to  Wesleyan. 

Betty  Owens  settled  in  Valdosta  with 
her  doctor  husband,  Bennett  Owens, 
and  they  both  continue  to  be  actively 
involved  with  the  Methodist  Church, 
college  students,  Methodist  youth 
groups,  and  communtiy  affairs.  The 
parents  of  three  sons,  it  was  another 
generation  before  a granddaughter 
came  to  Wesleyan. 

While  growing  up,  granddaughter 
Elaine  always  enjoyed  hearing  her 
grandmother’s  “when  I went  to 
Wesleyan”  stories.  Elaine’s  interest  in 
Wesleyan  was  further  influenced  dur- 
ing visits  to  campus  to  see  her  aunt, 
Lucy  Lee  ’78.  The  spirit  of  Wesleyan 
was  a family  tradition  and  by  her 
senior  year  in  high  school  Elaine  was 
determined  to  be  a Wesleyanne. 

What  at  Wesleyan  means  the  most  to 
her?  “It’s  home,”  says  Elaine.  “You 
automatically  have  a family  when  you 
arrive  on  campus.  And  for  me,  it’s 
more  than  that.  Everywhere  1 look  1 
find  the  name  of  one  of  my  ancestors.”

Corporate  recruiters  are  aware  of 
changes  on  women’s  colleges’  cam- 
puses since  the  1960’s,  according  to 
Bob  Brockslank,  manager  of  college 
recruiting  for  Mobil  Oil  Corporation. 
He  says  the  most  significant  change  is  a 
stronger  commitment  to  career 
preparation. 

Wesleyan’s  1983-84  freshman  class 
confirms  this  commitment.  Of  137 
freshmen,  the  majority  indicate  career 
interest  in  the  areas  of  math  and 
science,  computer  science,  and 
business  administration.  While  many 
freshmen  have  not  named  their  majors 
at  this  time,  an  increasing  number  have 
expressed  interest  in  the  Internship 
Program  which  is  designed  to  give 
students  the  opportunity  to  gain  work 


experience  in  several  areas  of  interest. 

To  further  promote  academic  and 
career  success,  Virginia  Berlin, 
Wesleyan’s  director  of  counseling  and 
placement,  has  coordinated  a series  of 
freshmen  seminars  with  “Women  and 
Achievement”  as  its  theme.  Faculty 
and  professional  businesswomen  are 
addressing  freshmen  in  both  academic 
and  career  oriented  subjects  relative  to 
their  present  needs. 

The  series  began  with  a history  of 
convocation  and  was  followed  by  a 
seminar  on  “Achievement  Motivation 
in  Women”  directed  by  Dr.  Deborah 
Richardson  from  the  University  of 
Georgia.  “Achieving  Academic  Suc- 
cess,” the  third  seminar,  focused  on 
time  management,  test  taking,  study 


skills,  and  stress  management.  Plan-  j 
ning  a course  of  study,  using  the  col-  | 
lege  catalogue,  figuring  grade  point 
averages,  and  assuming  responsibility  I 
for  one’s  academic  life  was  covered  in  j 
another  seminar. 

A panel  of  Wesleyan  upperclassmen  j 
discussed  adjusting  to  college  life  in  a 
seminar  entitled  “Achieving  Successful  | 
Transition  from  High  School  to  Col-  | 
lege.”  One  of  the  most  popular  of  the 
seminars,  “Relating  Academics  and  | 
Careers,”  stressed  career  planning  and 
the  value  of  outside  work  experience  t 
such  as  the  Internship  Program  and 
summer  jobs. 

Wesleyan  strives  to  help  young 
women  gain  the  confidence  needed  to 
speak  out,  to  be  assertive,  and  to 
achieve  success  while  in  college,  says  j 
Mrs.  Berlin.  That  success  and  con- 
fidence is  the  best  possible  preparation 
for  achieving  success  in  a career  and  in 
the  community.

students,  amonj^  them,  Theresa  Rett  English  '49. 


Emil  Holzhauer,  former  professor 
of  art  at  Wesleyan,  was  honored 
recently  with  an  exhibit  of  his  works  at 
the  Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in 
Macon.  Titled  “Emil  Holzhauer:  A 
Retrospective,”  the  exhibit  featured  64 
of  his  drawings,  water  colors  and  oil 
paintings,  22  of  which  were  on  loan 
from  local  admirers  and  former 
students.  The  exhibit  was  held  from 
September  13  to  October  13. 

Four  of  Mr.  Holzhauer’s  former 
students,  Marianne  Dunn,  Theresa 
English,  Eugenia  Simmons  and  Anne 
Tutt  Kalinin  were  on  hand  for  the 
opening  reception  to  offer  their 
recollections  of  Emil  Holzhauer  in  an 
informal  discussion  moderated  by 
former  Wesleyan  art  professor  Joel 
Plum. 

“He  has  been  one  of  the  finest 
teachers  Tve  had,”  said  Macon  artist 
and  art  teacher  Theresa  English. 
“He’ll  be  a part  of  me  as  long  as  I 
paint.” 

Mr.  Holzhauer  was  instrumental  in 
helping  Mrs.  English  obtain  a four- 
year  scholarship  to  study  art  at 
Wesleyan,  and  she  later  taught  with 
him. 

“I  just  can’t  begin  to  tell  you  what 
he  meant  to  me.  He  taught  me  so  much 
of  the  fundamentals.” 

Mrs.  English  also  remembers  that  he 
was  a truly  dedicated  artist,  completing 
all  of  his  works  on  location  whether  it 
was  in  the  bitter  cold  or  stifling  heat. 
Mr.  Holzhauer’s  subject  matter  was 
very  much  ahead  of  its  time.  He  was 
painting  rundown  buildings  and 
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weathered  barns  long  before  they  were 
in  vogue.  Although  people  at  the  time 
“didn’t  want  to  see  those  things,”  says 
Theresa  English,  “he  wanted  to  paint 
life  as  it  was.  Through  his  eyes  the  ugly 
became  beautiful.” 

Mr.  Holzhauer  was  born  in  Ger- 
many in  1887.  His  dedication  became 
apparent  at  an  early  age  as  he  began 
working  10  hours  a day  as  a silver  and 
metalware  apprentice,  while  studying 
arts  and  crafts  for  four  hours  a day.  He 
finished  his  apprenticeship  at  the  fac- 
tory in  his  hometown  in  1905  and  came 
to  New  York  City  during  the  following 
year,  finding  temporary  employment 
with  the  George  Keppler  Jewelry  Com- 
pany. He  continued  to  pursue  his 
studies,  however,  and  joined  the  Henri 
School  of  Art  in  New  York  in  1909. 

Robert  Henri,  America’s  premier  ar- 
tist at  the  turn  of  the  century  was  Mr. 
Holzhauer’s  teacher  and  mentor  dur- 
ing those  early  years  of  study. 
Although  Mr.  Holzhauer  did  not 
become  a part  of  the  avant-garde 
developments  in  art  pioneered  by 
Henri  and  his  followers,  in  which  the 
traditional  rules  and  subject  matters  of 
the  realist  artists  were  challenged,  he 
nevertheless  became  a popular  con- 
tributor to  the  New  York  art  scene.  His 
exhibits  were  well  received  and  very 
much  in  demand  in  the  1930’s. 

By  1938,  Mr.  Holzhauer  had  become 
an  instructor  himself  at  Bennett  Junior 
College  in  Millbrook,  New  York, 
where  he  began  to  develop  a strong  and 
lasting  commitment  to  teaching.  He 
left  Bennett  in  1940  to  join  the  faculty 


of  the  Asheville  School  for  Boys  in 
Asheville,  North  Carolina.  In 
Asheville,  Mr.  Holzhauer  “found  the 
light  in  the  South  intriguing... such  col- 
or...so  much  space... so  much  to 
paint.”  He  became  professor  of  art  at 
Wesleyan  in  1942  and  retired  herein 
1953.  After  moving  to  Boggy  Bayou  in 
Niceville,  Florida,  Mr.  Holzhauer  con- 
tinued to  teach  and  exhibit,  becoming  a 
moving  force  in  the  Gulf  Coast’s  ar- 
tistic development. 

Anne  Tutt  Kalinin,  owner  of  Anne 
Tutt  Studio-Gallery  in  Macon,  handled 
Mr.  Holzhauer’s  paintings  in  the  early 
1970’s.  He  often  painted  on  both  sides 
of  the  paper,  she  said,  and  as  a result  | 
had  $2000  to  $3000  paintings  on  each  p 
side.  When  Mrs.  Kalinin  asked  why  he  Tjj 
had  done  that,  he  told  her,  “I  paint  for 
love,  not  for  money.” 

Although  later,  when  they  had 
finished  cataloging  his  works  and  he  i!  § 
realized  the  amount  of  revenue  he  had  | 
lost,  he  told  her,  “I  was  a fool.”  ; ir 
Anne  Tutt  Kalinin  sees  her  former  j jg;
